Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1. 17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 10/01/03 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. As per claims 1 and 19 and dependent claims 2-18 and 20-28, the prior art teaches 
systems and methods employing the use of micron sized (jam) target sources for the generation 
of radiation in the x-ray, soft x-ray, extreme ultraviolet or ultraviolet spectra. The prior art also 
teaches that target sources may comprise solid, liquid and gas forms and may be additionally 
treated with additives to obtain a desired emission spectrum. The examiner found no reference in 
the prior art however that disclosed or made obvious a method and system employing micron- 
sized droplets having individual droplet diameters of approximately 10 micrometers to 
approximately 100 micrometers, each (droplet) containing nano-sized particles, each nano- 
size particle ranging in size from approximately 5 nm to approximately 100 nm as recited in 
independent claims 1 and 19.
